PARIS, Nov. 12.— Santos Dumont, after 
several trials with his aeroplane today, made 
his dest performance. He sailed 235 yards 
against the wind in 21% seconds. 

A vast crowd formed into two long lanes 
down the center of the fleld where the exhi- 
bition took place. There was a general hush 
a’ the motor began to turn, and then a shout 
ok satisfaction as the flying Machine bounded 
off like a and within twenty yards was 
tearing th h the air at the rate of néarly 
twenty-five miles an neue down the long 
lane of people. 

Santos Dumont steered his wonderful ship, 
perfectly balanced and steady as a veritable 
bird, all along the line. A roar of triumph 
broke out and in the general excitement those 
people grouped further along the line closed 
in on the advancing aeronaut's path. 


Sails Over People’s Heads. 

Santos Dumont saw that there was only 
one thing to do He raised the head of his 
machine amd soared upwards until he was 
above the people, still traveling and rising 
all the time. Then the women beneath him 
took fright and commenced to scatter and 
rush hither and thither. One or two women 
fell down and confusion was general. 

All thie tended to unnerve Santos Dumont, 
who hardly knew where to take his route. 
He endeavored to turn sharply to the right 
in order to win some clear space, but the 
movement wae too brusk, and, fearing a 
heavy! fall or a complete turn over, he cut 
the gas bag and descended. In touching the 
ground one of the wings of his machine was 
slightiy damaged and the wheel dent. He 
bad covered exactly 210 meters (235 yarde].

An exception is Bimon E. Bernheimer of this 
city, known to his friends as the million- 
aire drummer,“ who not only beate a bass 
drum, but actually owns a band. 

With vast wealth at his command Bern- 
heimer is content if can get into an ob- 
scure corner and slemniy boom out the 
noisy notes at the wave of the leader’s 
baton. It is his only hobby. It costs him 
about §20,000 a year As his estimated 
wealth ie $15,000,000, this ie a mere bégatelle 
to the angel of the Amicitia amateur 
bend, which {s an organization Bernheimer 
owns and in which he is the humble drum- 
mer. The man with @ strange amusement 
also is official bass drummer of the orches- 
tra of the exclusive German Liederkrans 
chub in Hast Fifty-eighth street, but he de- 
rives his chief pleasure from his awn band. 


Brewer with Musical Tastes. 

Bernheimer is a brewer. Although mu- 
sicalin bis tastes, he never had a musical edu- 
cation. He did not get opportunity fo in- 
@uige his passion fully until twenty years 
ago. He found that, although the proud 
owner of a bass drum, he could not play it 
well at home without exciting remonstrances 
from his neighbors. There also was some 
slight objection in his own household. No 
one seemed to appreciate as did he the de- 
lights of a bass drum solo. 

In 1886, when the Amicitia orchestra, a 
private organiation of tusid lovers, was 
formed, the brewer offered to play the drum. 
Those unfamiliar with his accomplishment 
laughed. However, Bernheimer was unani- 
mously selected when he showed his friends 
bow skillfully he thumped the big instru- 
ment. For years the wealthy man pounded 
away in the orchestra, bappy and contented.

Al- 
though the members pay dues, the durden 
of the expense falls upon the organizer end 
he willingly pays. 

Bernheimer has the best bass drum that 
money can buy, and he never allows it to 
leave his possession, Other members of 
the band as à rule carry their instruments 
to and from the places where they play.

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NEEDLE IN WOMAN'S DRESS. 1s 
FORCED INTO MAN’S HEART. 


Mystery Surrounding Death of Scran- 
ton, Pa., Resident Dispelied by Ex- 
planation of Girl, Who Says Fatal 
Hurt Was Received While Embrac- 
ing—On Hearing Her Story Police 
Withdraw the ee ot MapGae 
Against Her. be 4 
e . — i 
Seranton, Pa. Nov. 12.— [Special. — Thomas 
Dougherty of Dunmore, a suburb, who died 
yesterday from a stab wound which he ad- 
mitted was inflicted by a woman, received 
his fatal injury while embraeing hie sweet- 
heart. This fact was established tonight, 
after an investigation that extended from 
yesterday morning and baffied the police for 
two days. 

Following the establishment of the cause of 
death the local police and County Detective 
Phillips decided to withdraw the warrant 
that had been issued for the arrest of Katie 
Burke, the girl who was suspected of having 
caused Dougherty’s death. 

The authorities are of the opinion that the 
girl is innocent of murderous, intent. She 
says that she had been repairing her brother's 
clothing with a long needle, used hereabouts 
in mending miners’ heavy outer clothing, 
and on going downtown in the evening she 
stuck the pin in the bosom of her dress. 


Needle Forced Through Rib. 


Dougherty, who had been her sweetheart, 
hailed her and asked her to take a walk with 
him. He attempted to embrace her. The point 
of the needle that was in her dress caught in 
his vest, while the eye or blunt end rested 
against her corset. 

In the embrace the needle was forced into 
his body, through the fifth rib and into the 
cavity between the pericardium and the heart. 
Hemorrhages resulted that caused death. 

Dougherty died at the State hospital, re- 
fusing till the end to disclose how or by whom 
he was stabbed. The only evidence of fatal 
hurt was a pinhole over hig heart. 

Doctors were puzzled to account for death 
until after an autopsy. Then it was discov- 
ered that the heart had been pierced by some 
small, sharp pointed instrument, 

The first hypothesis was that Dougherty 
had been killed by a hatpin, His ante-mortem 
statement that a woman was concerned in it 
was the only clew the police had. 


Police Baffled at First. 


On this lead they began work. But at the. 


outset they were confronted with the puzzle 
of Dougherty’s movements Saturday night, 
for he had refused absolutely to give any a- 
formation in that respect. 

Then it was discovered that Dougherty had 
been in Miss Burke's company Saturday 
night. She was questioned, but at first denied 
all knowledge of how the young man came to 
his death. 

Meanwhile a coroneér’s inquest had been 
At its conclusion the coroner ordered 
Miss Burke's arrest on a charge of murder.

Gov. Heyward of South Carolina Lays 
Down Rules for Blacks Continuing to 
Live Unmolested in the South. 


Nashville, Tenn., Nov. 12.—The second an- 
nual sesstom of the southern Immigration and 
quarantine conference was called to order 
today at the capitol. The purpose of the 
conference this year ie to bring about a more 
equitable distribution of foreign immigrants. 
The idle negro clase, according to those well 
informed, operates against the south receiv- 
ing what it thinks is its proper share of la- 
borers from abroad. The race question, 
therefore, wae early injected into the discus 
sion. 

Gov. D. C. Heyward of South Carolina 
said the coming immigrants to the south had 
a bearing on the practical and direct solu» 
tion of the race problem. 

In the course of time.,“ ke continued, 
tlie negro, who is now rapidly increasing in 
certain cities of the north, may, by his failure 
to meet the expectations of the people of the 
north, become such a hindrance and menace 
that our northern friends will be ready to do 
something more than simply give advice to 
the south: 

“The white race is the predominant race, 
and the negro must understand orfce and for 
all that the bounds of the social and political 
questions will be determined by the white 
man alone and by the white man's code. If 
he refuses to adjust himself to these in- 
flexible conditions, then the negro will have 


to go.”

If a graduated tax is provided in ad- 
dition to the reserve feature it may be easy 
to convince congress that it would be un- 
profitable for the banks to keep out such 
currency a minute longer than it is abso 
lutely necessary. 

There may be several days devoted to dis- 
cussion by the conference before the full 
platform of principles is adopted and it is 
possible that after the general theory fs 
settled upon a subcommittee may be ap- 
pointed to draft a measure in harmony with 
the wishes of the conference.

Three Companies of the Twenty-sixth

three negro companies of the Second bat- 
talion of the Twenty-sixth infantry were dis- 
armed at Fort Reno today, by order of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt.

The negroes gave no trouble. Many of them 
were veterans in the service. Charles Dade 
of company D has been a soldier for twenty- 
two years. 

Another veteran of company D was First 
Sergeant Israel Harris. He was in his full 
dress uniform and the service stripes on his 
sleeves nearly filled the space from eloow to 
wrist, 

Many of the soldiers shed tears as they 
watched their arms being packed in the gun- 
cases and sealed. They talked of nothing else 
than their discharge. Most of them are com- 
pletely disheartened and have no plans for 
the future. 

The twelve men of the three companies who 
have been held under arrest in San Antonio 
since the Brownsville riot were not brought 
to Fort Reno by the troops today. They will 
‘be discharged from there.

One ot Mr. Gilbert's suggestions which Is 
likely to be adopted, and-which ts of con- 
siderable interest to litigants, is for the post- 
ponement of all contested civil cases. for & 
month at least.

Charter of Union Pacific Gives 
Congress Great Freedom 
of Action. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. . [Special. 
Developments within the last few days 
strongly indicate that a concerted movement 
has been started In one quarter or another 


to force the interstate commerce commission 


to Investigate the operation of the 
(ranscontinental Hne of rafiroads. 

The charge is made that in the organization 
of the so-called Harriman lines the New York 
capitalist and those associated with him are 

proceeding under a contract or agreement 
in restraint of trade. 

It is admitted by members of theinterstate 
commerce commission that they have under 
consideration an investigation of the Harri- 
man lines such as was conducted in the case 
of the Northern Securities companies in 1902. 


Means of Attack at Hand. 
Attention was directed in a publication 


here today to the fact that the United States 


government has at its command the means 
of a more effective attack upon the Harri- 


man railroad system than upon any other 


combination in ‘the country. 

It is pointed out that congress, when fit 
chartered the original Union Pacific com- 
pany, expressly reserved the special powers 
of limiting the earnings and controlling the 
‘rates and charges of this system. In the 
act granting the charter to the Union Pa- 
cific it was ed: 

That whenever it appears that the net 
earnings of the entire road and telegraph, 
Including the amount allowed for services 
rendered for the United States, after deduct- 
ing all expenditures, including repairs and 
furnishing, running, and managing the road, 
shall exceed 10 per centum upon its cost, ex- 
clusive of 8 per centum to be paid to the 
United States, congress may reduce the rates 
of fare thereupon it unreasonable in amount,

President Gompers took issue with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's Chinese exclusion policy, 
saying: | 

“The existing Chinese exclusion law pro- 
vides that all Chinese shall be excluded from 
the United States. Then the law proceeds to 
specify those who are exempt from the opera- 
ons of the law, those who may come to our 


K. The recommendation of the president 
would, if enacted into law, in general terms 


‘specify that all Chinese shall be admitted to 


the United States and its possessions, and 
then specifies those who would be exempt, 
and those who may not come. That is, the 
Chinese coolies. 

“The burden of proof now devolves upon 
the Chinese of the exempt classes to legally 
show their right to come to the United States, 
its territories, or its possessions.: 

“If the policy were reversed by the enact- 
ment of the president’s recommendation, it 
would devolve upon the United States to show 
that all Chinese laborers, no matter how 


‘great the numbers, and no matter how deep 


their deception, who would swarm to. our 
country or its ions, would not be 
legally entitled te enter. 

Labor on Panama Canal. 

Mr. Gompers repeated his well known argu- 
ments against the employment of Chinese 
ta bor on the Panama canal and criticised the 
government for trying to evade the eight hour 
law in the canal zone. 

He took strong grounds against the ship 
subsidy bill, deckaring thet as drawn it en- 
forces compulsory naval service of seaman as 
a condition to their employment on privately 
owned vessels. 

He reviewed labor’s political campaign and 
said he believed as a result enough congress- 
men friendly to labor had been elected to ee 
venta ** hostile or indifferent 
treating labor's demands in the future ae hes 
hed been treated in the past.

It is even possible that he 
may have decided that his owr moral re- 
sponsibility is increased and his moral 
worth augmented by his refusal to take 
unto himself the blessings of a wife and 
family. :

In view of Esmé Howard's appointment 
counselor of the British embassy at W 
ington to direct the business of the latter as 
chargé daffaires through the interval that 
must elapse between the universally re 
gretted departure of Sir Mortimer Durand 
and the arrival of his successor, it is singu- 
larly unfortunate that he and his wife, Lady 
Isabella Howard, should have been just 
placed in mourning by the death of their 
sister-in-law, Lady Rachel Howard, wife of 
Esmé Howard's elder brother, Edward How- 
ard, of Thornbury castle. Edward Howard, 
as commissioner of his majesty’s woods, 
forests, and land revenues, is intrusted with 
the management and government control of 
the crown property, which, thanks to the 
clever way in which it is administered, yields 
to the national treasury a considerably larger 
amount than is paid by the nation for the 
maintenance of the sovereign and the royal 
family. ‘ 

With regard to the rumors indicating Sir 
Cecil Spring-Rice as Sir Mortimer's eventual 
successor, it may be mentioned that he isa 
grandson of the first Lord Monteagie of the 
present creation, whose p has no con- 
nection, save that of name, with that of the 
Lord Monteagle who played so notable a 
role during the reign of King James I. in 
revealing to the latter the gunpowder plot. 
That Lord Monteagle was a Stanley, where 
as the Lord Monteagle of the present day 
bears the patronymic of Spring-Rice. The 
present peerage was created by Queen Vic- 
toria shortly after her @eocession to the 
throne in favor of the Rt. Hon. Thomas 
Spring-Rice, who was chancellor of the ex- 
chequer and secretary of state for the 
colonies during the third decade of the last 
century.

Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, who was knighted 
last spring, and who at present is loned 
at Teheran as British envoy there, won his 
spurs as chargé d'affaires at St, Petersburg 
during several months of the worst crisis in 
Russia. It may be remembered that in 
February of last year he suddenly ap- 
peared, unheralded, late one evening at 
Washington, drove off with Sir Mortimer 
Durand to the White house, after 11 o'clock, 
and spent the greater part of the night in 
conference with the president, leaving again 
for Europe on the following day. He was at 
the time first secretary of the embassy of his 
father-in-law, Sir Frank Lascelles, at Berlin, 
and had come 32 from there via 
London, where he had had «@ prolonged 
audience with the king and with Lord Lans- 
downe.

Spring-Rice to America has not until now 
been disclosed. But it is generally believed 
to have been undertaken in connection with 
the joint efforts of Emperor William, King

Stock Market Outlook. | 

The stock market situation for the present 
has resolved itself merely into one of money 
conditions. Business factors as a whole are 
favorable to a prices but the banking 
interests in Wall ee favor in no sense 
a bull campaign of any proportions at this 
time. It is hoped that throughout the remain- 
der of the year the banks, with the aid of 
the secretary of the treasury, May be able 
to preserve the status quo. Nothing better 
is expected. The only apprehensionels that 
something worse may happen. 

Money Possibilities. 

But, barring some unusual event, such, for 
instance, as an gdvance in the Bank of Eng- 
land’s minimum rate of discount to 7 per 
cent, or an acute situation in Russia, or the 
collapse of some large institu:ion, it fs felt 
the money market may be expected to move 
along for the remainder of the calendar year 
ae it has during the last three months. An 
increase in the minimum rate of the Bank 
of England to 7 per cent would suggest, if 
it did not lead to, gold exports. From the 
stock market viewpoint, the suggestion of 
expor's of gold at thie time would have an 
exceedingly depressing effect. The money 
market has only been relieved by the import 
of some $46,000,000 of foreign gold, and 
should conditions point to a part of this 
being shipped out of the country then the 
worst fears of the street with reference to 
money conditions would be realized. It is 
not held that exports will occur, but it is one 
of the possibilities. The remoteness of the 
possibility will be diminished. with any in- 
crease in the bank rate. 

The hope of the more conservatve bankers 
in Wall street, so far as future operations of 
the treasury may be concerned, lies in the 
strength of time rates. Whatever may be 
the cause, the result to the commercial bor- 
rower is the same when he is forced to pay 
unusually high rates. It does not make the 
money burden of the country less to say that 
the burden ie cocasioned by overspecula tion. 
It is the burden and not the cause that in- 
directly results in the mischief. 

As far as the stock market is concerned 
there need be none of consequence antici- 
pated in the remainder of 1906. Both the so- 
called Morgan and Standard Ol! elements in 
the banking business of New York agree 
that nothing can be expected so long ae 
present money conditions obtain, and they 
are expected to obtain for some months.
